Local Ag Development 
Council offering 50/50 
cost share programs 

The Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council will 
concurrently offer two different 
grant programs for Morgan 
County farmers. Both grants re- 
quire a 50/50 match. 

The first grant from the Ken- 



tucky Agricultural Development 
Board is the KARE (Kentucky 
Agricultural Relief Effort) pro- 
gram which totals $78,230. The 
purpose of this program is to off- 
set losses from last year’s late 
freeze and subsequent drought. 
Items covered have been deemed 
beneficial as a precautionary and/ 
or recovery expense relative to 
weather related events. 

Eighteen different item cat- 



egories are being offered and in- 
clude on-farm ponds, water 
hookup to municipal lines for 
farm use, forage/pasture develop- 
ment (seed, lime, fertilizer), fenc- 
ing, shade cloth, feeding equip- 
ment and crop insurance premi- 
ums. This opportunity is avail- 
able to all farmers with a Farm 
Serial Number. 

The second grant is the reoc- 
curring Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council Ag 
Menu programs. This year’s to- 
tal is $180,688 from the master 
tobacco settlement funds. Model 
programs to be offered this year 
are Sorghum Production, Cattle 
Handling Facilities, Hay Storage 
and Hay Handling. Hay Handling 
is new this year and will cover 
equipment such as spears, scis- 
sor jacks, forks and flat bed trail- 
ers with brakes. 

To be eligible for this grant, 
applicants must provide a Farm 
Serial Number and demonstrate 
dependence on tobacco income 
either by being a current tobacco 
producer or by having partici- 
pated in a buyout agreement. 
Sons or daughters of parent(s) 
who meet the above requirement 
are also eligible. 

Applications for both grant 
programs will be made available 
at the Morgan County Extension 
office, county judge’s office and 
various farm stores starting Fri- 
day, June 27, and must be re- 
turned postmarked by Monday, 
July 14. 

County Extension Agent Sa- 
rah Fannin-Holliday and local Ag 
Board members will be hosting 
informational meetings to further 
explain these programs after ap-

In other business, court mem- 
bers voted unanimously to ap- 
prove fiscal year 2009 coal sev- 
erance line items of $30,000 for 
a sheriff’s department vehicle 
purchase; $50,000 for the board 
of education for a day treatment 



drug program; $2,000 for the 
Gateway House Homeless Shel- 
ter project, and $5,000 for the 
board of education’s HOPE ab- 
stinence program, for a total of 
$87,000. 

Approved coal severance line 
items for fiscal year 2010 include 
$50,000 for improvements to the 
MCHS football field; $2,000 for 
the Gateway House homeless 
shelter project; $50,000 for the 
board of education’s day treat- 
ment program; and $5,000 for the 
board of education’s HOPE ab- 
stinence program for a total of 
$107,000.

People suffer heat-related ill- 
ness when their bodies are unable 
to compensate and properly cool 
themselves. The body normally 
cools itself by sweating. But un- 
der some conditions, sweating 
just is not enough. In such cases, 
a person’s body temperature rises 
rapidly. Very high body tempera- 
tures may damage the brain or 
other vital organs. 

Several factors affect the 
body’s ability to cool itself dur- 
ing extremely hot weather. When 
the humidity is high, sweat will 
not evaporate as quickly, prevent- 
ing the body from releasing heat 
quickly. Other conditions that can 
limit the ability to regulate tem- 
perature include old age, youth (0- 
4), obesity, fever dehydration, 
heart disease, mental illness, poor 
circulation, sunburn and prescrip- 
tion drug use and alcohol use. 

Summertime activity, whether 
on the playing field or the con- 
struction site, must be balanced 
with measure that aid the body’s 
cooling mechanisms and prevent 



heat-related illness. 

Preventing & Managing Heat 

The best defense is prevention. 
Here are some prevention tips: 

• Drink more fluids (nonalco- 
holic), regardless of your activity 
level. Do not wait until you are 
thirsty to drink. Warning: if your 
doctor generally limits the 
amount of fluid you drink or has 
you on water pills, ask him how 
much you should drink while the 
weather is hot. 

• Don’t drink fluids that con- 
tain caffeine, alcohol or large 
amounts of sugar. These actually 
cause you to lose more body fluid. 
Also, avoid very cold drinks, be- 
cause they can cause stomach 
cramps. 

• Stay indoors and, if at all 
possible, stay in an air-condi- 
tioned place. If your home does 
not have air conditioning, go to 
the shopping mall or public li- 
brary. Even a few hours spent in 
air conditioning can help your 
body stay cooler when you go 
back into the heat. Call your lo- 



cal health department to see if 
there are any heat-relief shelters 
in your area. 

• Electric fans may provide 
comfort, but when the tempera- 
ture is in the high 90s, fans will 
not prevent heat-related illness. 
Taking a cool shower or bath, or 
moving to an airconditioned place 
is a much better way to cool off. 

If you must be out in the heat: 

• Limit your outdoor activity 
to morning and evening hours. 

• Cut down on exercise. If you 
must exercise, drink two to four 
glasses of cool, nonalcoholic flu- 
ids each hour. A sports beverage 
can replace the salt and minerals 
you lose in sweat. If you are on a 
low-salt diet, talk with your doc- 
tor before drinking a sports bev- 
erage. Remember the warning in 
the first tip above too. 

• Try to rest often in shady 
places. 

• Protect yourself from the sun 
by wearing a wide-brimmed hat 
(also keeps you cooler) and sun- 
glasses, and by putting on sun- 



screen of SPF 15 or higher (the 
most effective products say 
“broad spectrum” or “UVA/UVB 
protection” on their labels. 

• Wear lightweight, light-col- 
ored, loose-fitting clothing. 

• NEVER leave anyone in a 
closed, parked vehicle. 

• Although anyone at any time 
can suffer from heat-related ill- 
ness, some people are greater at 
risk than others. Check regularly 
on infants and young children, 
people aged 65 or older, people 
who have mental illness, and 
those who are physically ill, es- 
pecially with heart disease or high 
blood pressure. 

Visit adults at risk at least 
twice a day and closely watch 
them for signs of heat exhaustion 
or heat stroke. Infants and young 
children, of course, need much 
more frequent watching. 

Disclaimer: these self-help 
measures are not a substitute for 
medical care, but may help you 
recognize and respond promptly 
to warning signs of trouble. Your 
best defense against heat-related 
is prevention. Staying cool and 
making simple changes in your 
fluid intake, activities and cloth- 
ing during hot weather can help 
you remain safe and healthy.

USDA announces 
deadline for 2005-07 
LCP and LIP Sign-up 

WEST LIBERTY, Ky., June 
12, 2008— Jeff Hall, State direc- 
tor of U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) in Kentucky, reminds Ken- 
tucky livestock producers they 
have until July 18, 2008, to en- 
roll in the 2005-2007 Livestock 
Compensation Program (LCP) 
and Livestock Indemnity Pro- 
gram (LIP). Signup began on 
Sept. 10, 2007, for the two pro- 
grams that provide aid to live- 
stock producers who suffered eli- 
gible livestock or livestock feed 
losses between January 1, 2005 
and December 31, 2007, because 
of a natural disaster. “The dead- 
line to enroll in the 2005-2007 
Livestock Compensation Pro- 
gram and Livestock Indemnity 
Program is rapidly approaching,” 
said Mr. Hall. “I encourage all 
eligible producers to enroll soon 
because sign-up ends on July 18, 
2008.” LIP provides payments to 
eligible livestock owners and con- 
tract growers who incurred the 
death of livestock because of a 
natural disaster. LCP provides 
payments to eligible livestock 
owners and cash lessees who suf- 
fered feed losses or increased feed 
costs because of a natural disas- 
ter.

Wetlands Reserve 
Pgm. changes and 
signup deadline 

LEXINGTON, KY., June 9, 
2008— Natural Resources Conser- 
vation Service in Kentucky an- 
nounced the next WRP applica- 
tion ranking deadline is June 20, 
2008. WRP applications are con- 
tinually accepted and those appli- 
cations received after June 20 will 
remain on file until the next rank- 
ing cycle. 

The compensation portion of 
the Food, Conservation and En- 
ergy Acy of 2008 for WRP is ef- 
fective immediately and may be 
of special interest to local land- 
owners. The new language in the 
2008 Farm Bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Agriculture to pay as 
compensation for a WRP ease- 
ment the fair market value of the 
land, as determined by an ap- 
praisal or an area-wide market 
analysis or survey. The amount 
paid is limited to a geographic cap 
or the landowner offer, whichever 
is less. Landowners can view the 
geographic rate cap, which estab- 
lishes the maximum easement 
payment NRCS will pay for the 
corresponding county, and other 
program information, on the 
NRCS Kentucky WRP Web page: 

http://www.ky.nrcs.usda.gov/ 
programs/WRPindex200 8.html. 
Scroll down to Wetlands Reserve 
Program Geographic Area Cap 
Map for Kentucky— Updated Feb- 
ruary 2008. 

Another change to the WRP, 
but not effective until October 1, 
2008, requires the current land- 
owner have owned the land for 
seven years prior to enrollment, 
changed from 12 months. This 
next ranking cycle will provide 
those landowners who have 
owned the land for 12 months but 
less than seven years a short win- 
dow of opportunity to enroll this 
summer. 

Landowners can enroll their 
land under a 30-year or permanent 
easement for a lump sum ease- 
ment payment and up to 100 per- 
cent of the wetland restoration 
costs covered under WRP. Eli- 
gible lands include farmed wet- 
lands, prior converted cropland, 
farmed wetland pasture, farmland 
that floods from rivers, farmland 
with somewhat poorly drained 
soils, and current or abandoned 
cropland with tile lines, drainage 
ditches, dikes or other similar al- 
terations.

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NRCS accepting 
applications for 
WHIP projects 

USDA’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram (WHIP) signup. Landown- 
ers may apply for WHIP at any 
time however, applications re- 
ceived by June 27, 2008, will be 
evaluated and considered for the 
2008 program year. Applications 
received after that date will be 
held until the next evaluation pe- 
riod. 

WHIP provides land users an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program provides fi- 
nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The land user 
must devote at least 10 acres to 
eligible wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi- 
tats for declining species and 
other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
praries, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program. 
Excluding livestock from sensi- 
tive streams and woodlands is 
important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2008 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.

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PEDDLER IDENTIFIED? In 
an earlier series of columns, I re- 
lated what is perhaps Morgan 
County’s most famous story: the 
murder of an itinerant Irish ped- 
dler named Morris Hagerty (or 
Higerty), on Dec. 7, 1852, and, a 
year later, Dec. 9, 1853, the hang- 
ing of William H. Brown for the 
crime. Previously known only by 
name, Hagerty may now be more 
clearly identified by census 
records, thanks to reader Rodney 
Dillon, of North Palm Beach, 
Fla. 

He says, “I’ve always been 
interested in the peddler legend, 
since a few of my relatives were 
involved in the juries.” 

As Dillon discovered, there 
were two men of that name - ap- 
parently father and son (ages 42 
and 18, respectively) - listed on 
the census of Burlington, 
Chittendon County, Vt., on the 
1850 federal census. Taken on 
Aug. 1, the census listed the 
Hagertys in the household of one 
Patrick Burns, a peddler, age 30. 
(Burns’s family consisted of a 
wife and five children.) 

The Hagery family was listed 
as follows: Morris Hagerty, 42, 
a peddler; Rosanna Hagerty, 27 ; 
and Morris Hagerty, 18, a laborer. 
(Also listed was Patrick Brady, 
24, another peddler.) Everyone in 
the household was born in Ire- 
land (except the Burns children, 
who were born in New York 
state). 

In sending me this informa- 
tion, Rodney Dillon suggested 
that the murdered peddler Mor- 
ris Hagery was probably one of 
the two of that name on the 1 850 
federal census record. He further 
suggested he might have been the 
younger of the pair, given a fo- 
rensic indication I had cited. ( A 
forensic odontologist had exam- 
ined one of the murdered man’s 
teeth when his skeletal remains 
were accidentally uncovered in 
the mid-1950s. He thought the 
tooth was probably that of a man 
in the 20-30 year range.)

I followed up this exciting tip 
with the assistance of Tom Binga, 
director of Libraries for the Cen- 
ter for Inquiry (an Amherst, N. Y., 
think tank where I work). In the 
U.S. Census records from 1850- 
1910, there were several listings 
of a “Morris Hagerty,” including 
apparently the elder Vermont man 
but not the younger one, thus 
seeming to confirm the identifi- 
cation. 

If so, “our” Morris Hagerty 
was born about 1832 in Ireland.

In 1850, at the age of 18, he was 
living with h is father while work- 
ing as a laborer. He would appear 
to have taken his father’s trade of 
peddler and gone off on his own 
in 1 852, then about age 20 or pos- 
sibly 21, and as far as we know, 
unmarried. (There was never any 
suggestion - in record or tale - 
that the murdered Hagerty left 
behind a widow or children.) 

Perhaps more information will 
surface regarding this tentative 
identification. As I observed in 
the concluding sentence of my 
series, “There are still remaining 
mysteries in the affair and, no 
doubt, more lost data yet to come 
to light.”

SANDY HOOK — The 
Elliott Grand Jury last week in- 
dicted County Clerk Reeda Ison 
on 19 felony charges. 

Ison is charged with 15 counts 
of abuse of public trust and four 
counts of theft by failure to make 
required disposition of funds, all 
the result of alleged mismanage- 
ment of her office. 

The jury returned the indict- 
ments after hearing testimony 
from James G. Ratliff of the State 
Auditor’ Office. The charges 
stem from audits of Ison’s office 
conducted by the Auditor’s Of- 
fice between 2001 and 2006. 

Following an audit report re- 
leased earlier this year, state Au- 
ditor Crit Luallen said evidence 
indicated that Ison overpaid her- 
self, underreported her pay on W- 
2 forms, and failed to cover 
roughly $50,000 in deficits over 
five years. 

Ison was charged with theft 
by failure to make required dis- 
position for allegedly failing to 
pay $14,303 withheld from her 
employees’ paychecks in 2006 to 
the IRS and using the funds to 
pay her salary and office ex- 
penses. 

The abuse of public trust 
charges allege that Ison deprived 
various county taxing districts of 
nearly $40,000 by failing to turn 
over money for fees collected 
and services rendered by her of- 
fice between 2001 and 2005. 

An indictment is an allegation 
— not proof — that a violation 
has been committed.

Journal Left By 
Swift Points To 
This E.Ky. Area 

Part One Of A Series 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: The pre- 
mier of the latest Indiana Jones 
movie prompted a prominently- 
displayed story, complete with a 
full color map, in The Lexington 
Herald-Leader reviewing the fas- 
cination Kentuckians have had 
over the years with the stories 
and legends of Jonathan Swift’s 
lost silver mines. The Lexington 
paper’s article was a mishmash 
of information gleaned from sto- 
ries by latter-day writers, sadly 
lacking in specifics provided by 
earlier scholars and aficionados 
of the Swift saga. In fact, little 
mention or none at all was in- 
cluded of the rich body of infor- 
mation tying Swift’s adventures 
to the wilderness area that now 
constitutes Morgan, Wolfe, 
Elliott, and Johnson counties. 

Despite debunkers, the tale of 
Jonathan Swift and his lost sil- 
ver mines and Swift’s adventures 
in the wilderness of what is now 
this area of Eastern Kentucky has 
intrigued Kentuckians of all 



walks of life since the days of 
Daniel Boone. For well over 200 
years, many have searched for 
the mines and caches of silver 
bars and coins recorded in a Jour- 
nal supposedly kept by Swift and 
entrusted to a woman who be- 
friended him as he lay dying. But 
as far as is known, no one to date 
has been successful and the story 
of the mine and its treasure re- 
mains a mystery. 

Geologists say there is little 
likelihood of silver-bearing ore 
being found in mineable quanti- 
ties in Eastern Kentucky, and lat- 
ter-day historians who have been 
unable to locate records to prove 
the mine ever existed tend to dis- 
count the story as fable. One re- 
searcher, Dr. Joe Nickell, a West 
Liberty native and a historical 
sleuth widely respected in schol- 
arly circles, has branded the 
Swift legend as an elaborate hoax 
concocted by John Filson, an 
early Kentucky historian and 
mapmaker who Nickell says 
dreamed up a story about a sil- 
ver mine operated by a man 
named Swift to promote a 
scheme to sell land he had claim 
to in the wilds of Eastern Ken- 
tucky. A similar theory held by 



some scholars was that the story 
of Swift and his silver mine was 
concocted earlier in the nation’s 
history by colonial leaders (in- 
cluding Benjamin Franklin) to 
entice British colonists into the 
area west of the Allegheny 
Mountains, which was then 
claimed by both the French and 
English 

Nonetheless, the legend per- 
sists and much has been written 
about it. A number of versions of 
Swift’s Journal are known to ex- 
ist, apparently copied and recop- 
ied versions of the one suppos- 
edly left by Swift at his death. All 
of Kentucky’s early historians 
devoted fascinating chapters on 
Swift’s mines and accounts of ef- 
forts by searchers to locate them, 
proof that the story was widely 
accepted as fact by Kentuckians 
of prominence as well as the 
common citizenry throughout the 
state’s history. 

Various interesting theories 
have been proffered over the 
years that, while unproved, lend 
intriguing support to the authen- 
ticity of the Swift story despite 
the scholarly naysayers. One, for 
instance, conjectures Swift as a 
pirate who brought his ill-gotten 



high seas treasure into the wilds 
to mint into negotiable coins free 
from detection. Other equally in- 
teresting theories have been pos- 
tulated, some of which were first 
recorded in a series of articles in 
this newspaper in the 1960s by a 
respected area geologist and sur- 
veyor who wrote under the pen 
name, Jim Jayde. While most of 
the stories focus on the Red River 
Gorge in Wolfe County, Paint 
Creek and Little Paint Creek in 
Johnson County and Mine Fork 
in eastern Morgan County and 
Spaw Creek in western Morgan 
as possible locations of the 
mines, some of Jayde ’s research 
points to Ison Creek in Elliott 
County as a possible site of 
Swift’s activities. Over the next 
few weeks, we intend to again 
recount the story of Swift and his 
comrades by reprinting these and 
other articles that first appeared 
in this newspaper some four de- 
cades ago. Included also will be 
an article on Dr. Joe Nickell’s in- 
teresting theory that the Swift 
story is an elaborate and highly 
successful hoax. We believe our 
readers will find the series in- 
triguing.

Ac- 
cording to the US Surgeon Gen- 
eral, more than 430,000 Ameri- 
cans - including 8,000 Kentuck- 
ians - die each year as a result of 
tobacco use, and secondhand 
smoke kills more than 50,000 
nonsmokers each year. 

“SCR is not requiring that 
anyone give up smoking because 
that is a personal decision,” 
stated Mark J. Neff, SCR Presi- 
dent/CEO.

Hay storage 
options 

Hay was hard to come by this 
past winter resulting in some 
folks selling off animals and hay 
prices skyrocketing. With hay 
season under way, now is the time 
to think about ways to store the 
hay you produce this year to re- 
duce storage losses and get the 
most from your hard work. 

The most common storage 
method in Kentucky is leaving 
large round bales stored outside 
on the ground. This method re- 
quires no investment but leaves 
hay out in the weather resulting 
in the largest possible dry matter 
loss. Storage losses in Kentucky 
can run up to 30 percent or more 
during a normal year. 

Dry matter loss can be reduced 
by as much as 38 percent by sim- 
ply breaking contact between the 
bale and the ground. Storing hay 
on a gravel pad would break this 
contact. This is still a rather in- 
expensive proposition, and po- 
tential savings in dry matter loss 
are significant. Additional dry 
matter loss savings can be 
achieved by covering these bales 
with a simple reusable tarp while 
on the gravel pad. 

Another option available to 
hay producers is the plastic wrap- 
ping of bales stored on the 
ground. This option has the po- 
tential to reduce dry matter loss 
into single digits. Price and dis- 
posal of the wrap can be an is- 
sue. Our office has an individual 
bale wrapper available for use. 
This is an especially good option 
if wet weather occurs. 



The final option available to 
the hay producer is storing hay 
under roof. This option requires 
the largest capital investment and 
most likely will be the most ex- 
pensive on a per bale basis. How- 
ever, it minimizes the potential 
loss and may have other uses 
when hay is not being stored. 
New structures such as hoops are 
becoming more common in Ken- 
tucky because they are cheaper to 
construct and result in about the 
same dry matter loss as a conven- 
tional shed. According to Kenny 
Bur dine, extension agricultural 
economist, producers consider- 
ing storage under roof should 
explore all options to determine 
the most cost-effective structure. 
As hay has become more expen- 
sive, the benefits of improved hay 
storage have increased. 

UK Extension also has a Hay 
Storage Decision Aid to provide 
livestock producers with the 
framework to evaluate and deter- 
mine the most economical hay 
storage method for their opera- 
tion. Before considering storage 
options, the producer should 
know how much hay he or she 
produces each year and the mar- 
ket value of that hay. As one 
evaluates a potential hay storage 
option, they should consider three 
primary factors: the cost of stor- 
age on a per bale basis, the use- 
ful life of the investment, and the 
expected dry matter loss. To use

I.D. of person who 
reports child abuse 
protected by law 

The identity of the person who 
reports abuse or neglect is pro- 
tected under Kentucky law. Ev- 
ery report of suspected abuse or 
neglect is confidential. Adminis- 
trative rules which govern the re- 
ceipt of child abuse or neglect re- 
ports specifically prohibit the 
children’s services worker from 
identifying the reporter in any 
way. 

It should be realized, however, 
that although steps will be taken 
to protect the identity of the per- 
son who reports, the nature of the 
complaint or the circumstances 
described may allow a family to 
attribute the report to a specific 
source. Still, when evaluating 
whether or not to report, the ben- 
efits to the family and child far 
outweigh this consideration. 

A report of suspected child 
abuse or neglect is not an attempt 
to harm or punish a family, but, 
rather, an attempt to help. A re- 
port may be the only chance the 
child has for protection and the 
family has to obtain outside sup- 
port. 

To cause a report of child 
abuse or neglect to be made, or to 
obtain information on how to help 
prevent it, please call out hotline 
number at 1-800-468-8920.

Security 



Important Information 
For Prospective Brides 

If you are a bride-to-be plan- 
ning a wedding, there is so much 
to do: get the dress, choose a ca- 
terer, book a venue, select the 
flowers. But there is one more 
important thing you may need to 
put on your list: contact Social 
Security if there is going to be 
name change. 

You should tell Social Security 
if you legally change your name 
for any reason. You should also 
tell your employer. Skipping this 
important step may delay your tax 
refund, and prevent your wages 
from being posted correctly to 
your Social Security record, 
which may lower the amount of 
your future Social Security ben- 
efits. 

Changing your name with So- 
cial Security can be simple, if you 
prepare before visiting an office. 
First, go to 

www.socialsecurity.gov. You will 
want to read the Application for a 
Social Security Card (Form SS- 
5), which you can find at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/online/ 
ss-5.pdf. Here you will learn what 
two important documents you 
may need to take to the Social 
Security office. 

First, you will need to show us 
a recently issued marriage docu- 
ment as proof of your legal name 
change. You will have to provide 
Social Security with an additional 
documentation if the one you pro- 
vide does not give us enough in- 
formation to identify you in our 
records or if you legally changed 
your name more than two years 
ago. 

Second, you must also provide 
an identity document that shows 
your old name. It also needs to 
have other identifying informa- 
tion, preferably a recent photo- 
graph. (We can accept an expired 
document as evidence of your old 
name.) 

Finally, if you are a U.S. citi- 
zen born outside the United States 
and our records do not show it, 
you will need to provide proof of 
your U.S. citizenship. If you are 
not a U.S. citizen, Social Security 
will ask to see your current im- 
migration documents. 

Keep in mind we need to see 
original documents. We can only 
accept a copy of the original when 
it has been certified by the issu- 
ing agency. We cannot accept 
photocopies or notarized copies 
of documents. 

Your new Social Security card 
will have the same number as 
your previous card, but will show 
your new name. We will mail 
your number rand card as soon as 
we have all of your information 
and have verified your documents 
with the issuing offices.
